It takfs health 
to get out of life all it tins to oITit. and lessons drawn I'rimi semi-in 
validism arc hardly of general application. Darwin's chief scientitie 
/riends. aeeording to Dr. Huxley, gave Toll play to their esthetie fae 
nlties. 

Evidently the 'horrid example" of Darwin isn't necessarily evi- 
danee of the clash between science and art.— Kansas City Star.

Fnnd. 

Instead of obaervlng self denial 
week as a means of raising money for 
the 40,000,000 inhabitants of the fam- 
ine area in north Central China, the 
puplls' of the Pine Mountain Settle- 
ment School In Harlan county, will 
deny tliemsolvcs on meal a week for a 
month, thus savlUK seventeen cents on 
each meal. Through this savlnn they 
already have sent $101 to the China 
Famine Fund Louisville. This Is the 
Kisl of a letter from .Mrs, Ethel De- 
Ivong Zande, received recently by the 
Rev. Dr. E, Y. MulUns of ^)ulsvllle 
chairman of the fund. Dr. 'Mulllns 
pf'ovlously Issued an appeal through- 
out Kentucky for the observance of 
a week of set fdenial by the omission 
from each meal of some little food 
luxury and the money thus saved to 
be donated to the Chinese. 

Mrs. Zande Is a member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the I'ini- .Moun- 
tain eehnol. Her IcIIit in part fol- 
lows : 

"I want to tell you haw lioarlily onr 
children are carrying out their plan 
they voted unanimously to have fam- 
ine rationa one day a week and their 
comments arp something like tiiis 
Last week, I weren'tn ary bit hun- 
ery at supper time." 

"One old srandinother in the neiKli- 
horhooil tolil nir liow sli.' had coaxed 
her i;riin(l(laimliter. who is a ilay pu)i!l 
In onr school .to eat an etra break- 
last ami lake more at supper lime, 
hut Elsie replied. 'Wliy praimy [ can 
hardly etit at all, thinking of those 
little Chinese children ' 

"It Is touching when we realise how 
littlo our children really have and 
how willing they are to sacrifice that 
llitlo. The children plan now to carry 
I his campaign of dlnnerless Fridays 
ihrouRh the month of March and are 
rej(Mclnf in the nuniliers of Chinese 
they can feed thnnieh this saving of 
seventeen cents a d.-iy nn each ineal," 

Tlie funds for tlu> slarviiin Chinese 
which is lic'int; raised in Kenliickl<y Is 
gradually growing larger as cheeks 
are belJig received at headquarters 
from all parts of the state. "Last
